T he City of Com anche a t its 
regular Council meeting Oct.' 14, 
passed a resolution to m ake ap ­ 
plication to the S tate Board of 
W ater Engineers for w ater right» 
from the Leon River. 
Com anche has practically o u t­ 
grown its present w ater supply, 
which comes from Lake Eanes. 
three and one-half miles south 
of the city, and which was built 
tw enty years ago for a population 
of 2500 people. A City census now 
being taken is estim ated to show 
over 5000 people living w ithin the 
City lim its of Comanche. 
A recent survey of the C ity’s 
w ater system by Freeze <te Nichols, 
a Fort W orth engineering firm , 
shows th a t Comanche m ust in 
the near future obtain 
a new 
source 
of 
w ater 
supply. 
T heir 
reeommendxltion 
is a 
line 
8 ‘2 
miles in a N ortheasterly direction 
to the Leon River, and a low 
head dam , pum p station and fil­ 
ter plant. The filter plant would 
be built n ear the present C.ty 
reservoir which would perm it the 
w ater from Lake Eanes to be fil­ 
tered as well as the w ater from 
the Leon River. The Lake Eanes 
w ater plan t will be kept in tac t as 
a 
reserve 
or 
emergency 
w ater 
supply, 
to 
be 
used 
when 
the 
Leon River is too low to furnish 
the supply. 
The record of the flow of the 


Leon River ror the past seven 
¡years taken from the guage near 
tire Leon River bridge, shows th a t 
more th an enough w ater to sup­ 
ply the town of Com anche flows 
down 
the Leon 
River. 
If 
and 
when the big G overnm ent flood 
control dam is built on the Leon 
River, the survey of which is in 
the vicinity of the proposed low* 
head dam , Com anche would be 
a Jump ahead of other towns in ­ 
terested in this project and could 
tie into this new w ater supply 
with but very little delay. 
! 
The engineers 
estim ated 
cost 
of the line and low head dam 
project is $150.000. which would 
have to be handled by bond elec­ 
tion, but w ith th e present v a ria ­ 
tion of $1.794,034 this year, it is 
believed according to figures of 
bond experts, th a t the City sink­ 
ing fund could handle the fin ­ 
ancing of this necessary project 
w ithout any additional raise in 
taxes. The tax rate as set by the 
constitution 
is 
$1.50. 
The City 
for a good m any years has only 
been using $1.45 of this am ount. 
The full rate could be used any­ 
tim e the City T reasury felt the 
need of more finances. 
! 
Every citizen of C om anche is 
vitally interested in getting an 
inexhaustable supply of pure fil­ 
tered w ater which is very essen­ 
tial to th e health and grow th of 
our town.
